The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
deemed free of the prior art given the failure of the prior art to teach or reasonably suggest a 
pineapple plant or cell transformed with a carotenoid expression regulator, in sense or antisense 
orientation, that controls carotenoid accumulation and encodes at least one carotenoid 
biosynthetic polypeptide and methods thereof; wherein the nearest prior art Ye et al. (2000) 
Science, 287: pp. 303-305 is directed to engineering Provitamin A (beta carotene) biosynthesis in 
rice endosperm that lacks carotenoid production.
